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Response to Amendment 

The amendment received on June 23, 2006 is acknowledged and entered. Claims 
1, 8, and 14 have been amended. Claim 7 has been canceled. No claims have been 
added. Claims 1 -6, and 8-20 are currently pending. 

Drawings 

The drawings submitted October 17, 2001 are acceptable.

IN THE CLAIMS 

Claim 4 (Previously Presented) (Proviously Amondod) The system of claim 1 , 
wherein the fare is displayed at the payment point. 



Claim 5 (Previously Presented) (Previous l y Amondod) The system of claim 1 , 
wherein the payment point is adapted to notify an operator of the vehicle of the fare. 
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Claim 6 (Previously Presented) (Prev i ously Amend e d) The system of claim 1 , 
wherein the location of the classification loop array is between about 65 feet and about 
10 feet from the payment point. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. As per independent claim, specifically, Klashinsky et al. (US Patent Number 
5,617,086), while disclosing a traffic monitoring system, in view of Neeloff (US Patent 
Number 3,927,389), while disclosing a device for determining during operation, the 
category of a vehicle according to a pre-established group of categories, do not disclose 
or fairly teach: 

an intelligent queue loop located between the classification loop array and the 
payment point, wherein the intelligent queue loop is configured to indicate changes in 
electromagnetic field which are processed to produce information that is used to ensure 
that the vehicle is in a proper queue sequence 

2. As per independent claim 9, specifically, Klashinsky et al. (US Patent Number 
5,61.7,086), while disclosing a traffic monitoring system, in view of Neeloff (US Patent 
Number 3,927,389), while disclosing a ring operation, the category of a vehicle 
according to a pre-established group of categories, do not disclose or fairly teach: 
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an intelligent queue loop in communication with the microprocessor, wherein the 
intelligent queue loop is adapted to indicate changes in electromagnetic field which can 
be processed to produce subsequent signature information and wheel assembly 
information characterizing the vehicle, wherein the subsequent signature information is 
used to reconfirm the initial signature information to ensure that the vehicle is in a 
proper queue sequence 

3. As per independent claim 14, specifically, Hilliard et al. (US Patent Number 
6,342,845) while disclosing an automotive vehicle classification and identification by 
inductive signature, in view of Platzman (US Patent Number 3,705976), while disclosing 
a revenue control system for toll roads, do not disclose or fairly teach: 

' an intelligent queue loop configured to indicate changes in electromagnetic field 
which are be processed to produce information that is used to ensure that the vehicle is 
in a proper queue sequence 

4. The NPL prior art of record, specifically, "Tomorrow's Toll Road", fails to disclose 
or fairly teach: 

an intelligent queue loop located between the classification loop array and the 
payment point, wherein the intelligent queue loop is configured to indicate changes in 
electromagnetic field which are processed to produce information that is used to ensure 
that the vehicle is in a proper queue sequence 
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5. The foreign prior art of record, specifically, EP 577328, while disclosing a secure 
toll collection system for moving vehicles, fails to disclose or fairly teach: 

an intelligent queue loop located between the classification loop array and the 
payment point, wherein the intelligent queue loop is configured to indicate changes in 
electromagnetic field which are processed to produce information that is used to ensure 
that the vehicle is in a proper queue sequence
